IRONTON, O., Aug. 11.—After hav- 
ing assaulted Ella- Welch, aged 13, and 
having kept the girl, her mother, broth- 
er and sister prisoners for two days, 
in their home in the outskirts of Iron- 
ton, with a shotgun, Charles Davis, a 
negro, killed the girl with the gun. 
When capture seemed certain, he made 
am attempt on his own life by outeng 
his throat with a knife. 

The negro had been working at the 
Welch home up to a few days. ago, 
when he was discharged by Mrs. Welch, 
because he annoyed the young daugh- 
tef. ‘ss 

Davis went away quietly. 
morning the entire family went to 
ehurch, leaving Ella at home. It was 
then that Davis returned and, finding 
the girl alone and unprotected, attacked 
her. 


Sunday 


Threatens Their Lives. 

Before the negro could get away, the 
mother anc the children returned and 
. discovered what had been done. 

Davis immediately took up a shotgun 
_that was in the house and told the 
mother and the other children that if 
they attempted to give the alarm he 
would blow out their brains. 

Through Sunday, Monday and part, of 
Tuesdiy Davis remained in the Welch 
home keeping the family terrorized 
with the shotgun. Every few moments 
he would threaten dire vengeance on 
them if they should make an effort to 
escape. 

Monday night Davis stepped out of 
the Welch home for a moment, called to 
a friend who was passing and asked hin 
to go and fetch a quart of whisky. 

This. his friend did. He drank freely, 
getting more boisterous, until finally he 
told the mother of the girl that he 
intended to kill the entire lot of them 
in a few minutes. 

Just as he was preparing to fire, the 
frightened woman rushed to another 
room, closed and locked the door and 
piunged through a rear window, scream- 
ing for help. 

After sunning a short distance, she 
found a policeman, who hurried to the 
scene. As they began breaking in the 
front door Davis leveled the shotgun 
at the girl's head and shot her dead. 

Then, opening a rear door, the des- 
perate negro rushed into the back yard. 
He was so closely pursued that he drew 
& long jackknife from his*pocket and 
cut a deep gash in his throat. The 
policeman caught him as he fell, and 
hurried him to a hospital. He will re- 
cover.

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OR JOHNSON T 
MEET JEFFRIES 


Place to Be Designated in 60 
Days, Fight to Be Six 
Months Later.

He Can Let Winner Take All 
or Split the Purse, Just 
as He Pleases.

CHICAGO, Aug. 11.—Jack Johnson and 
Jim Jeffries will fight for the heavy- 
weight championship of the world not 
later than eight months from date if 
the terms of an agreement signed today 
by Johnson and Sam Berger, Jeffries’ 
manager, are fulfilled. 

Johnson insisted upon the incorpora- 
tion of a time-limit in the agreement, 
and after considerable haggling it was 
decided that 60 days be allowed for the, 
receipt of bids and that final articles 
are to be signed at that time. It is 
further stipulated that the contest shall 
take place not later than six months 
after the signatures are inscribed to the 
final document. 

It was also agreed that President 
Charles A. Comiskey of the Chicago 
White Sox ball club shall hold the 
$5000 forfeits of the principals, which 
will operate as a side bet, as a result 
of the outcome of the combat. 

Mr. Comiskey was not consulted in the 
matter, but after a number of names 
had been submitted and rejected his 
name was proposed and promptly ac- 
cepted. ‘ 

Jeffries is to be allowed to stipulate 
the apportionate winnings for winner 
and loser respectively. At the instance 
of Johnson, three ways in which the 
money may be split was included in 
the agreement, namely, 75 and 2 per 
cent, 60 and 40 per cent and winner 
take all, permitting Jeffries to take his 
pick. 

The contest, according to the agree- 
ment, is to be awarded to the club 
which offers the best inducement, and 
is to be mutually —— pon, by the 
principals. 

An hour and a half were consumed 
in haggling over these details, which 
are of minor importance to some that 
will have to be decided befere the 
match is a fixture. 

When the conference opened Berger 
sought to have Johnson agree upon a 
stakeholder, but the negro was not 
eager for that part of the confab. He 
declared he wanted only to sign articles 
for a fight that he may know there 
would be a contest, and after 30 min- 
utes of wrangling the men were no 
nearer an agreement than when they 
started. 

Berger declined to stipulate a time 
for the contest or tc accept conditions 
by which the prize money would be 
divided. Johnson became indignant and 
offered to bet $1000 that Jeffries would 
never fight him. 

“T don’t want to bother about little 
details,’’ said the negro. “If Berger is 
here to act for Jeffries he must know 
upon what terms Jeff will ‘sign—if he 
will sign at all. Now if Berger means 
business I want him to say so and we 
can draw up an agreement right now. 
I want this fight over with and off 
my hands. I think I can whip Jeffries 
and I don’t want to wait much longer 
before finding out whether I am mis 
taken. 

“T will fight for any division that can 
be made, but, to come down to busi- 
ness, will name winner take all, 75 per 
cent of ti® purse to the winner and % 
per cent to the loser, or will agree to 
a split of 60 and 40. Now, then, let’s do 
something.’”’ 

That little speech resulted in the sum- 
mons of a stenographer and rough draft 
was prepared. With the paper before 
them Berger and Johnson went through 
it clause by clause, making alterations, 
substitutions and erasures. 

Berger ook exception to the cogno- 
mens, saying that Jeffries should have 
the full title of heavyweight champion 
of the world. That suggestion brought 
forth a snort of protest from Johnson, 
and the twv then engaged in a lengthy 
combat of words, in which remarks 
that could net be called complimentary 
flew thick and fast. 

At the prompting of several newspaper 
men Berger waived his point and the 
question o fthe division of the purse 
Was taken up. There was another bat- 
tle of words, but Johnson maintained 
his proposition had been fair and there 
was littlo for Berger to do but accept. 

Then there came another wrangle ov- 
er the side bet. Johnson declared he 
would post no more than the $5000 .Ber- 
ger demanded an additional $5000, mak- 
ing the total side bet of $10,000. 

“I'm going to bet more than that 
amount on myself,’’ shouted Johnson, 
“but not at even money. I will be 
the outsider in the betting at. the time 
and I can get odds for my money. 

“I've shown my attitude by betting 
that $6000 at evens, which is giving 
Jeff all the better of it. If he wants 
any more of my coin he can have it at 
the prevailing odds when we get into 
the ring.” 

That silenced Berger on that point. 
Then the question of a time limit was 
taken up and for a time it looked as 
thongh the proceedings hit an un- 
passable snag.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., ,Aug. 11.—Mrs. 
Daisy Turner Kraus has filed suit for 
divorce from her husband, Dr. William 
Kraus, one of the most prominent bac- 
teriologists and chemists in the South. 
In her petition she dectares that he 
made several attempts to kill her, on 
the last occasion her life being saved 
only by her presence of mtfnd. 

She says that while she was taking 
a bath last year her husband entered 
the bathroom as the door was not lock- 
ed. In his hand she says he carried a 
loaded pistol. He was very much ex- 
cited and pointed the weapon at her 
head. 

“I am going to end it all,” he said, 
according to Mrs. Kraus. Some pretty 
rapid thinking was done on her part, 
says Mrs. Kraus and she decided on a 
course of action. 

Asked for Time to Dress. 

“Very well, I would rather die than 
to live as I am,’’ she says she told him. 
“But I do not want my mother and the 
world to learn that I was shot while 
taking a bath. Give me time to put on 
a bathrobe, then kill me, if you wish.” 

While Dr. Kraus hesitated over this 
matter, she says, she made a grab for 
the pistol and, striking’ his arm, 
knocked it out of his grasp. An excit- 
ing struggle followed, she says, ending 
in her gaining possession of the weapon 
after tripping her husband. 

This incident made Mrs. Kraus de- 
cide to make the trouble public, she 
says, and she began to plan for a di- 
vorce. 

Found Separation Agreement. 

Dr, Kraus came to her, she says, and 


agreed that4f-sre “would not sué for a 


divorce and would keep their traubleés 
silent he would sign a contract to pay 
her $1800 a year and would keep up a 
$20,000 life insurance policy in her fa- 
vor. 

Mrs. Kraus then went to Califortila, 
where she remained for several months. 
Then she caused the arrest of Franklin 
Griffith, a Philadelphia lawyer, who was 
in Cée&ifornia, charging him with de- 
frauding her out of $4000 in a mining 
venture. She admitted that she had gone 
to Redding, Cal., where Griffith was 
living, 
his wife, during his absence. She said 
She did this to “get a line” on him. 

A few weeks ago Mrs. Kraus re- 
turned to Memphis, with the avowed 
purpose of effecting a reconciliation 
with her husband. The effort failed. 
She went to his home and remained for 
some time, but occupied separate 
apartments, and the bacteriologist de- 
Clared he was entirely satisfied with 
the terms of the separation agreement. 

Mrs, Kraus, who comes from a lead- 
ing Mississippi family, and has been 
prominent in society, has written sever- 
al novels and magazine articles, and 
has been planning to go on the stage 
and star in a play from her own pen.

Wind Swings Yacht Around. 

The Edghr yacht is a 66-foot sloop, 
equipped with sails and a motor. It 
carries 20 passengers. The Edgars, with 
Mrs. Coudrey and Mrs. Preetorius as 
their guests, went for a sail Tuesday on 
Little Traverse Bay, on which Weque- 
tonsing, a fashionable resort, is located. 

The yacht failed to get up to the pier, 
as a stiff wind was sweeping the bay. 
It stopped about 200 feet from shore, 
in water 20 feet deep, and a dingy was 
lowered. The skipper of the yacht as- 
sisted the three women into the boat, 
and had just taken the oars to row to 
shore, 

A sudden gust of wind struck the 
yacht, swung it around, and crashed 
it into the dingy, which was knocked 
upside dewn, throwing its four occu- 
pants into the water. 

Mrs. Coudrey and Mrs. Preetorius, 
hampered by heavy skirts, struggled to 
remain afloat. Mr. Edgar, on the deck 
of the yacht, threw life preservers to 
them. Both women caught the _ pre- 
servers, and had no difficulty after that 
in keeping their heads above water. 

Dragged Out by Skirt. 


But Mrs. Edgar disappeared. Frank 
Eaton, in his motor boat, was not far 
away when the accident happened. He 
turned on full power and drove the 
boat as rapidly as possible to the yacht. 
He saw Mrs. Edgar’s skirts near the 
surface of the water and seizing them, 
dragged her out. 

In rising, after her first plunge into 
the water, Mrs. Edgar struck the rod 
which runs to the propeller at the rear 
of the yacht. This stopped her and 
held her completely under water. She 
was unconscious when Eaton laid her 
in his launch. He had the other women 
safe in the boat a. moment later and 
was headed for shore. 4 

A considerable crowd was collected 
there already horro-struck by the 
accident. Dr. Tuttle was sent for at 
once. Mrs. Edgar was iaild across a 
log and rolled in the approved fashion 
for half-drowned persons. She had 
swallowed a large quantity of water, 
and it was with great difficulty that 
she was revived. 

It was feared at first that the rescue 
had been too late, but the persons who 
weré attending her worked desperately, 
and after two hours were rewarded by 
hearing her speak. 

Taken to Her Cottage. 

The Edgar cottage is only about 160 
feet from the water at the point where 
the accident occurred, and she was 
taken there and placed in her own 
room,

Dr. An- 
drews gave the stranger $3 and took the 
ticket. 

Tuesday the clergyman went to the 
Pawnshop to redeem the diamond ring. 
The pawnbroker, he says, told him the 
ticket was bona fide and the ring was 
worth at least $90. 

“You can have the ring if you wish 
te pay the $3,’ said the pawnbreker. 

Dr. Andrews handed over the amount 
and received a ring set with a small dia- 
mond. After the expert pronounced it 
& cheap affair he notified the police. 

His description of the young man led 
to Solven’s arrest. Solven told the police 
that he did not pawn the ring, but that 
Gallant gave him the ticket to sell.

Miss Phillips has collected from hun- 
dteds of persons, who admired her and 
who took delight in her work, gifts of 
toys and good things to eat for the 
children of the poor. She distributed

them herself. Year before last, early 
on Christmas morning, she took two 
automobiles crowded to their tops with 
toys from the r in which she made 
her headquarters 'on Walnut street to 
all sections of the city. 

During the same holiday season she 
obtained permission from the Federal 
Government to get from the Pike Post- 
office all letters sent there by children 
addressed to Santa Claus.

MAN HUNT IS STARTED 


Suspicion Now Directed at 
Tramp Who Has Been 
Living in Woods.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 11.—Three 
Filipinos have been srbpenaed to testi- 
fy before Coroner Kieindinst in the in- 
quest into the death of Anna Schu- 
macher, who was assaulted and killed 
while decorating her father’s grave in 
the Holy Sepulcher Cemetery. 

The Filipinos are students at St. Ber- 
nard’s Seminary, adjoining the ceme- 
tery, and are: studying for the priest- 
ood, expecting to return to their home 
in the Diocese of Cebu. The presence 
of the three Filipinos was the first pub- 
lic intimation that all of the students 
and others at the seminary will be 
sworn at. the inquest. 

The Filipinos were working at the 
seminary during vacation because they 
had no other place to go. The wild 
tract adjoining the seminary, where 
Anna Schumacher was murdered, was 
shown at the inquest to be the favorite 
strol.ing place of priests and students 
of the seminary. 

Thomas McSherry this morning iden- 
tified the spade used by the murderer in 
burying the girl’s body as one he mixed 
pig feed with at the seminary pigpen. 

Posse Searching for Man. 

A man hunt is now in progress which 
may résult in the arrest of the murder- 
er. Deputy Sheriffs Bermingham, John 
Stott and James E. Smith’ have gone 
to the town of Greece to look for a 
man in.a blue suit and a straw hat, who 
has been living in the woods back of the 
new portion of Holy Sepulcher Ceme- 
tery. 

Members of the Schumacher family 
have declared their suspicion of a man 
so clothed who followed them in the 
cemetery Sunday afternoon and told 
them the missing girl would be found 
in Section H or not at all. Such a 
man was kicked from a freight train 
on the Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburg 
line just back of the cemetery at 2 
o’clock this morning. He doubled back 
in the woods whence he had come and 
the brakeman sent word to the county 
officials. — 

Search of the woods showed that the 
man has been living there for several 
days, doing his own cooking and evi- 
dently seeking retirement. <A posse of 
150 men is beating the woods where the 
man is believed to be hiding. A suit 
of clothes and a revelver have been 
found, 

The funeral of the dead girl was held 
this morning from the home of her 
mother and the Church of 8S. Peter 
and Paul. A mass of floral pieces 
covered the casket and the church was 
filled with relatives.

Colorado Man Knows No 
Cause for Miss Anna 
Hazard’s Suicide. 


“IN HANDS OF DEVILS” 


Poison Victim’s Letter to 
Brother Is Read by the 
Coroner. 


From evidence at the Coroner’s in- 
quest Wednesday, it appears that Miss 
Anna Hazard, fiancee of E. G. Bennett 
of Craig, Colo., who killed herself with 
poison in the kitchen of A. E. Dolin’s 


residence, at 4313 Morgan street, Tues- 
day, believed herself to be under sus- 
picion of taking a bottle of hair tonic 
from Dr. Ellen L. Moore, her room- 
mate and closest friend in St. Louis, 
The verdict of the es jury was 
suicide. 

This letter, found in Miss Hazard’s 
room, and addressed to her brother, 
Eugene L. Hazard of Detroit, was read 
to the jury: 

Dear Brothers and Sister: 

I have fallen in the hands of dev- 
lis in disguise, but I am innocent of 
anything that may be said of me 
and I know when I tell you this you 
will believe me, for you know I nev- 
er would do a dishonorable thing. I 
love you and I know you love me. 
Good-by. ANNA. 

Dr. Moore, when she heard the let- 
ter read, told the Coroner she be- 
lieved she knew what it referred to. 
She said that several days ago a 
bottle of hair tonic was missed from 
her office. The night before Miss 
Hazard killed herself, she told Dr. 
Moore she believed she was sus- 
pected of the theft, but her friend 
told her she was mistaken. 

“She went upstairs immediately 
afterward,’ said Dr. Moore, “and 
wrote a letter.’’ 

In response to telegraph inquiry from 
the Post-Dispatch, Mr. Bennett says 
he and Miss Hazard were to have been 
married this fall. Recent letters froin 
her, he says, were written in a «heer- 
ful spirit and he knows no reason for 
her suicide, except, perhaps, ill health 

Miss Hazgard’s closest friend in St. 
Louis was Dr. Ellen L. Moore, with 
whom she was living. Dr. Moore was 
left in charge of the house while the 
family of James F. Dolin, librarian at 
the St. Louis Law Library, is spending 
the summer in Michigan. Dr. Moore and 
Miss Hazard occupied the same room. 
The former found her friend dead in 
the kitchen at 9.a. m. 

Miss Hazard, it appears, was in- 
fluenced toward suicide by the death 
of her sister, Molly Hazard, who killed 
herself in Chicago 12 years ago. The 
sister was 39 years old, 

Miss Hazard was 40 years old. She 
remarked to Dr. Moore the night be- 
fore her death.that “it was about time 
she was killing herself,’”’ as she had 
passed the age at which her sister 
committed suicide. Dr. Moore had no 
idea that Miss Hazard really meant to 
kill herself, but considered her remark 
merely that of a woman temporarily 
“in the blues.”

The Presi- 
dent therefore will spend Oct. 11 and 12 
in Los Angeles, leaving that city over 
the Santa Fe railroad the following 
morning, Oct. 18. 

The President will visit his sister in 
Los Angeles, which accounts for the 
longer stop he will make there than at‘ 
some other coast cities. 

Itinerary of Trip. 

The detailed itinerary of the trip 
down the Mississippi River as arranged 
by Secretary Carpenter and the Lakes- 
to-the-Gulf Deep Waterways Associa- 
tion, was announced today. Arriving in 
St. Louis from Texas over the Iron 
Mountain Railroad at 7:27 a. m. Mon- 
day, Oct. 25, President Taft will be en- 
tertained’' at breakfast at 8:30 o’clock 
by the Commercial Club. At 11 a. m. 
he will make an address in the Colise- 
um. 

At 2 p. m, the President will be the 
guest of the Business Men’s League at 
a luncheon in the Jefferson Hotel. He 
will not speak at this function, but will 
gu to East St. Louis to attend the ded- 
ication of the new Federal building at 
4p. m. 

He will return to St. Louis in time to 
sail for New Orleans on the steamboat 
Mississippi at 5 p. m. Arriving at Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., at 6 a. m. Oct. 26, the 
President will make an address from 
the upper deck of the steamboat to the 
people gathered.on the wharf. 


‘Four Hours at Memphis. 
Leaving Giraraeau at 7 a. m. there 


will be a five-hour run to Cairo, ‘Til., 
where at noon Mr. Taft will make a 
second address from the boat. Leaving 
Cairo at 1 o’clock the next stop is 
scheduled at Hickman, Ky., at 4 p. m., 
where the third address will be made. 
Léeaving Hickman at 6 p. m. an all-night 
run will bring the party to Memphis, 
Tenn, at 8 a’clock the next morning. 

At Memphis the President wil Ibe en- 
tertaine. four hours, making an address. 
Helena, Ark., will be reached at 6 p. m. 
on the 27th, and. an address from the 
boat is scheduled. On Thursday the 
only stop scheduled is at Vicksburg, 
where the President’s party arrives at 
6 p. m. and remains until 11 p. m. 

Friday morning the President arrives 
at Natchez and remains three hours, 
making an address. 

Between Natchez and New Orleans a 
stop is being arranged at Baton Rouge, 
but the time of the visit has not been 
set. According to present plans, Mr. 
Taft will reach New Orleans Saturday, 
Oct. 30, at 8 a. m., and at 2 o’clock that 
afternoon he will address the Water- 
ways Convention. Remaining in New 
Orleans all day Sunday, the President 
will leave at 3 a. m.

IN BIG SWINDLE 


Speculator Finds His Copper 
Shares Among Those 
Bought on Open Market. 








BORROWED ON THEM 





$110,000 Worth Deposited for 
$50,000 .Loan Had Beeyg 
Taken Away From Trust 
Company. 





By Leased Wire “rom the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—“High finance 
in Wall street; or who stole the securi- 
ties?” is the title of an investigation 
by the District Attorney’s office that 
has become the scandal of the day, for 
it involves the Windsor Trust Co., one 
of the biggest of the money institutions 
of the city, and prominent money brok- 
ers. Already one man is in the Tombs 
in default of $30,000 bond and others may 

be there before night. 

F. Augustus Heinze is known to have 
lost nearly $300,000 by similar frauds, 
but he is not the only victim or the 
main one. 

Briefly stated, M. M. Joyce, a friend 
and business associate of Heinze, dypos- 
ited $110,000 worth of marketable cop- 
per securities with the Windsor Trust 
Co. for a time loan of $50,000. 

Being an active trader, Joyce bought 
more of the stock in the next few days 
and discovered that it was part of the 
very same lot he had pledged with the 
‘lrust company. 

Thereupon he sought to pay his note: 
its terms expressly providing for pay- 
ment before maturity, and -obtain his 
securities. The trust company gave an- 
swer that the note had been paid and 
the securities surrendered. Then Joyce 
let out a bellow for the police, just like 
a man does when his favorite pocket 
has been picked. 

The man under arrest is Donald L. 
Persch, a fashionably dressed, keen-wit- 
ted, alert fellow of 30, who has been 
mixed up in questionable transactions 
before this. He is in the Tombs in de- 
fault of $50,000 bail, having been com- 
mitted there on a charge of grand lar- 
ceny. 

Big Men Involved. 

One of the many lawyers who are 
supposed to know the true story of the 
recent fraud, said that if the District 
Attorney could get young Persch to 
“squeal,”” two of the biggest men in 
the downtown district would be in- 
volved. 

Persch gives no promise of “squeal- 
ing,”’ but the District Attorney’s office 
is hopeful of inducing him to talk 
freely. 

What amazes the District Attorney’s 
office in connection with the disappear- 
ance of the securities {s the part the 
Windsor Trust Co. played in the trans- 
action. Information indicates that the 
trust company was a party to the de- 
ception practiced upon Joyce .to make 
him believe he was really borrowing the 
$50,000 from the trust company and that 
his securities would be kept intact in 
the strong box of the company until 
the loan matured or was paid off. 

It also has been developed that F. 
Augustus Heinze has lost between $200,- 
000 and $300,000 in eight months by the 
questionable sale of securities he had 
pledged to secure loans. 

How the Deal Was Worked. 

Persch’s arrest followed after it had 
been shown he caused the $110,000 worth 
of stock belonging to Joyce to be sold 
for $95,000. 

The case is a bit complex because of 
the many persons involved. Joyce was 
in the market as a borrower. W. L. 
Clark offered to find $50,000 on the $110,- 
000 of copper stock and the offer was 
accepted. 

Richard Kaufman, a broker, was sent 
to the Windsor Trust Co. to ask them 
to handle the loan and suppress the 
name of the real lender. The trust 
company is alleged to have agreed and 
to have told Joyce it was loaning him 
the money. This the trust company de- 
nies, saying it was acting only as a 
trustee and that Joyce knew this. 

Then Persch, whose office is with 
Clark, came into the case. It was up to 


him to get the $50,000 that was to be/ 


loaned by the Windsor Trust to Joyce. 

Persch knew that John Sherwood was 
high in the favor of Leonard J. Field. 

Sherwood says Fersch told him he 
had $110,000 worth of the copper stock 
tied up for a $50,000 loan and suggested 
that he borrow $50,000 from Field, obtain 
the stock and sell it at the market 


price, taking as his fee 10 per cent of 


all over $50,000. Field was willing and 
on Aug. 2 advanced $50,000, charging his 
friend Sherwood $30. 

Letters in Evidence, 


Persch evidently expected the loan 


would be made by Joyce Friday, July 


20, and he gave Sherwood the following 
“authorization” to receive Joyce's stock 
from the Windsor Trust co., though 
this was three days before _ stock was 
received’ by the conmpany, 

“July 3. J. F. Sharwesiti-ttiadty re- 
ceive for my account 16,000 shares of 
Ohio common stock and 4000 shares of 


Davis Daly Copper Co. from the Winda- | 


sor Trust Co. and pay $50,000 for same. 
D. Persch.”’ 

Monday, Aug. 2, the day the loan real- 
ly was made, Persch gave Sherwood the 
following order to sell Joyce’s stock: 

“Aug. 2. J. F. Sherwood—Kindly sell 


for my account 4000 Davis Daly Copper / 


Co. and 15,000 shares of Ohio copper at 
market price and oblige, D. Persch.” 

Sherwood -aid he went to the Wind- 
soi Trust company with $50,000 in cur- 
rency Monday, Aug. 2, and was ushered 
into a side room. 


Gold Find in Central Africa,

TAKES WIFE 10 
SEE HIM KILL 
HER ADMIRER 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WILKESBARBHD, Pa., Aug. 11.—Tak- 
ing Mrs. Babb with him to where Phil- 
ip Richards was working, Michael Babb 
kilisd Richards. 

Babb calmly says his wife’ told him 
Richards had hypnotized her and that 
she would have to kill him to free her- 
self of his powerful influence over her. 
Rather than let her commit such a 
deed, Babb decided to kill Richards, he 
says, and invited his wife to see him 
do it. 

Mrs. Babb denies this. She vows her 
husband had suspected Richards and 
threatened him. She warned him often 
not to aitack Richards. She thought 
when she accompanied her husband that 
he wished only to warn Richards in her 
presence not to visit their home again. 

Richards, who was reputed to know 
something of hypnotism, was engineer 
of a coal mine at Edwardsville, near 
here, He was alone in the engineer's 
reom at the top of the shaft when Babb 
and his wife entered. Drawing a re- 
volver, Babb fired twice at close range; 
one bullet pierced Richards’ head, the 
other his heart. He fell dead before 
he could throw the lever to stop h 
engine. 

Had Babb shot two minutes before, 
he might have killed 11 men. The en- 
gine had hoisted a cage containing 19 


miners, they had alighted at the shaft’s: 


top and Richards had just started his 
engine to lower the cage when he was 
killed. Had he been shot two minutes 
earlier, the ascending cage would have 
been dashed to pieces against the tim- 
bers above the shaft’s top. 

The Babbs, who have two children, 
have been married seven years and 
seemed to be happy until Richards came 
here, almost a year ago.

CITY BUILDING 


Municipality Can Afford 
Crowning Feature of New 
Court’s Structure. 


Unexpectedly low bids by contractors 
for the Municipal Courts building, to 
be erected at Fourteenth and Market 


streets, will make possible .the erection 
of £° tower of the building, which 
the Board of Public Improvements had 
already decided was impossible because 
of lack of money. The successful bid 
Was nearly $200,000 .ess than the esti- 
mated cost of the building. 

The structure was designed by Archi- 
tect Isaac 8S. Taylor, whose plans in- 
cluded a tower, which added much to 
the appearance of the building. The 
estimated cost of the tower was $55,- 
000. The Board thought the building 
could not be erected for the money 
available, and decided thaf, as the 
tower served no practical purpose, it 
would be done away with. Since the 
opening of bids it has been practically 
decided to restore the tower. 

The Board awarded the contract to 
the C. L. Gray Construction Co., on its 
Bedford limestone bid of $596,771.50. The 
bids for the new jail, which will be 
included in the building, will now be 
advertised for. This cost is estimated 
at $250,000, and the finishing of the in- 
terior of the court building is estimated 
at $230,000. 

It is considered probable that both 
these costs may be brought within $400,- 
000, making the cost of the completed 
building close to the $1,000,000 appropri- 
ated.

A thoughtful and patriotic contractor came gal- 
lantly to the relief of the people.

MISSOURI DEMOCRACY’S CHANCE. 

The Kansas City Post is urging the Democrats 
of the State to hold a great conference for the 
‘purpose of planning a campaign to regain su- 
premacy in Missouri and the nation. It paints a 
glowing picture of the restoration of Democracy 
to power in this State and of the Missouri Democ- 
racy to leadership in the national councils of 
the party. Note this dazzling exhibit of the pos- 
sibilities of a conference: i 

The State restored to the Democratic ranks, 41! 
other things will be possible. Little by little Missouri 
will wrest ‘the palm of Democracy from Texas. The 
leadership of the State will be a genuine leadership— 
one born of accomplishment. The leaders of its De- 
mocracy will be leaders of the national Democracy 
just as they were of old. They will be men fit for 
council and battle, in whose hands the issues of the 
party will be safe. They will lead the party to vic- 
tory upon the old plan that to deserve victory is to 


secure it. 
Where is the genuine leadership born of accom- 


plishment? Who are the leaders whose accom- 
plishments mark them as the men “fit for coun- 
cil and battle, in whose hands the issues of the 
party wil] be safe?” 

Are the issues of the party safe in the hands 
of men who repudiated Joseph W. Folk, with his 
record of anti-boodle achievements and his plat- 
form of reform during his campaign for the gov- 
ernorship? Are they safe in the hands of the 
men who tried to block the reform program of 
the Folk administration nnd to brand the admin- 
istration as a failure? Are they sa‘e in the hands 
of the leaders who repudiated the solid accom- 
plishments of the Folk administration and at- 
tempted vainly to win the State on the reac- 
tionary platform of the “old gang?” 

Who are the leaders with the wisdom and 
strength to reunite the Democracy? 

Is there promise in the Cook-Dockery-Seibert 
leadership which elected all the Republican ticket 
except the Governor and turned the electoral vote 
over to Roosevelt? 

Is there expectancy of victory and renewed 
supremacy in Cowherd and his “Old Gang” asso- 
ciates who led the party into a ditch? Is there 
inspiration in the leadership of men who were 
afraid to mention progress and reform above a 
whisper and who let the Republicans steal the 
party’s best assets for fear of offending the cor- 
poration agents, the lobbyists and the saloon 
gang? 

Does “Gum Shoe” Bill offer winning leader- 
ship? Is there the inspiration of victory in his 
baking powder cans, his sham health society 
and his “nigger” swatting police record? Do the 
ballot-box stuffing methods by which he was 
nominated for the Senate suggest the tactics of 
great leadership? ? 

Missouri can be regained by the Democracy. 
There is opportunity for “senuine leadership” to 
regain Democratic supremacy in the State and 
the nation. But it must be progressive leadership. 
It must be leadership which will throttle plu- 
tocracy and privilege, which will smash Federal 
extravagance, which will fight centralization in 
the national capital and will repudiate the cor- 
poration agents and the rabble of corruption and 
greed in the State. 

A conference of progressive Democrats who 
would reorganize the party on a cound platform 
of Democratic. principles and policies might go 
far towards regaining Democratic supremacy.

Under instructions issued by the Secretary of 
War our soldiers can no longer secure trust-made 
goods from the Commissary Department. The 
Secretary of War is down on tho trusts. Offi- 
clally he has forbidden the purchase of their 
r oducts. 

Obviously this is a boycott—an illegal method 








of oppression under the decisions of the Fed- 


eral Supreme Court. But, more important than 
this, trust-made goods are goods made by a trust. 
A trust deserving of repudiation by the War De- 
partment is necessarily a wicked trust. A wicked 
trust is necessarily an illegal trust and an {l- 
legal trust should be prosecuted and put out of 
business. 

Greater co-operation and mutual appreciations 
of the efforts of each other between the Depart- 
ments of War and Justice would perhaps obviate 
some of these incongruities. What it would be 
interesting to know now is whether the Depart- 
ment of Justice is going to institute proceedings 
against the Department of War for instituting an 
illegal boycott or against the trusts which the 
Department of War must have found illegal.

FIX REASONABLE 
UTILITIES RATES 


Public Service Board Will Al- 
low Only Just Profits to 
Corporations. 


NEARS END OF INQUIRY 


Engineers Ready to Recom- 
mend Change. in Union 
Company’s Charges.

In its first report, which will be 
ready for the Municipal Assembly in 
October, the Public Service Commission 
will recommend changes in the present 
rates for electricity. At present the 
only concern furnishing electric current 
in St. Louls is the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., whose tangible 
properties are being inventoried and a 
vaiuation fixed thereon by the commis- 
sion. 

James E. Allison, vice-chairman and 
ehief engineer of the commission, says 
it is impossible to determine until all 
the data is assembled and _ studied 
whether the changes to be suggested 
will provide for a reduction or an in- 
crease of prevailing prices. 

Thus far the commission has 14 en- 
gineers at work on the inventories and 
valuations. Already these engineers 
have estimated the quantity of ma- 
terials and the cost of labor in the 
Ashley street plant of the Union Elec- 
tric Co. This data includes excava- 
tion, concrete work, the steel frame- 
work and steel superstructure. Valua- 
tions on these are being calculated by 
the engineers corps and others. 

Every Pole Is to Be Inventoried. 

An inventory has been made also of 
the mechanical and electrical equipment 
and the piping system in the Lewis 
street plant. The value of the ex- 
cavations, concrete work and_ steel 
framework of that plant are being es- 
tablished. Four experts are engaged 
in preparing inventories and an ap- 
praisemerit of the piping system of the 
Ashley street plant. 

The several substations of the Union 
company are to be inventoried and as 
quickly as the data is gathered on 
these and other buildings, values are 
being assigned. 

Copies of the company’s maps, show- 
ing the number and locatian of its 
poles, have been made and are ready 
to be checked by the engineers. Six- 
teen thousand poles, owned or used by 
the Union company, are thus cata- 
logued. As this work progresses, pole 
transformers, of which there are 2300, 
also are being checked. . 

The commission has an expert collect- 
ing comparative figures as- to the cost 
of such property as is to be appraised. 
He is gathering information from all 
the big cities in the country. All the 
memoranda of the commission will be- 
come permanent records and will be in- 
dexed for reference. 


To Guard Against Litigation. 
“The commission believes that every 


inventory and. valuation should be in 
such detail as to withstand any scru- 
tiny made by the company or the courts 
if litigation should follow the adoption 
of the commission’s recommendations,” 
said Mr. Allison, Wednesday. 

“The tangible property of the several 
public service companies will be ‘lift- 
ed’ in détail ana abundant authority 
will be quoted for the valuations the 
commissions will fix. 

“Our corps of investigators includes 
a civil engineer, two electrical engi- 
neers, two mechanical engineers and 


young graduates and students of tech- fF 


nical schools. I am chief of the corps. 

“The commission is pushing the work 
as rapidly as is possible with safety. 
As soon as there arises a need for an 
additional expert, one is employed. The 
commission intends to do the engineer- 
ing work so thoroughly that our inven- 
tories and appraisements will be the 
basis of all rates in‘ the future. 

“Tt will be only necessary then to 
learn the changes made in the proper- 
ties of each company from year to 
year, In that way the record can 
serve its purpose indefinitely. 

Ald From Wisconsin Commission, 

“Valuations on the properties of one 
public utilities corporation in Wiscon- 
sin took five months of the Wisconsin 
Commission’s time and cost many thou- 
Twenty-two experts 
were employed in the work. 

‘We began our investigations in June. 
Through the courtesy of the Wisconsin 
Commission, which gave us much in- 


many mistakes that would otherwise 
have beset our inquiry. Our force is 
now trained and will move much faster 
in- subsequent investigations.”’ 

Mr. Allison was asked whether the 
Post-Dispatch’s exposition of the exces- 
sive and discriminatary rates charged 
by the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. had not prompted the Commission 
to investigate that concern first, 

“T can’t say that such was the case,’’ 
said Mr. Allison. “Undoubtedly electric 
rates were more widely discussed than 
any other. Our reason for beginning 
with the Union company were: First, 


consumers and especially many of the 
smaller business concerns. Naturally 
that made its rates the subject of gen- 
eral interest. Our second reason was 
that we regarded the Union as the 


most difficult proposition we shall prob- |} 


refrain from attempting any prophecy 
on that point.’’ 

How will the commission determine a 
fair rate for the puolic service render- 
ed by the several companies?” 

“When all the data has been prepar- 
e by our engineers and other experts, 
we shall take into consideration all the 
usual charges and figure a reasonable 
return. The details of that process, of 
course, cannot be given off hand. In 
special cases there must be discretion.” 

“Will old and abandoned plants be al- 
lowed to stand as assets to the amount 
of their original value, when profits 
are being figured?” 

“That is one of those questions that

The location and valuation of the Un- 
ion company’s conduits are now the 
principal work before the commission. 
When this is completed the commission 
will begin to determine what rates the 
company should charge.
